Paris, Ky„ Tuesday, July 4, 1905. 



Talk about the desecration of the Sabbath, we bad it here 
in Paris, Sunday, so flagrant that it almost made Christians out 
of the vilest of old sinners. There was held at the Fair Grounds 
what was called a Camp Meeting, and from three o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon until after twelve Sunday niglit it was actually 
dangerous to cross the street from Jbglitli street to the Fair 
Grounds. Drunken negro men and women wei*e between the 
hours mentioned racing to and from the grounds, sometimes 
three and four abreast, going as fast as the poor horses could go. 
We are informed by residents on South Main that it was the 
most disgraceful exhibition of desecration of the Sabbath ever 
witnessed in Paris or any other town. 

Such scenes as this is what brings the respectable colored 
people ill bad repute. We do not mean that it was our best 
colored citizens that was engaged in this debauchery of the Sab- 
bath, but that it was the drunken negro toughs, both male and 
female, that infest our city. If the police force is not large 
enough to cope with such outrages in the outskirts, then the 
Mayor and Board of Council should increase the number of 
policemen — anyway we have about two less policemen than 
any other town'the size of Paris in Kentucky. We can not see 
why the city ofiicials will allow camp meetings of this 
caliber to be held in the city limits, for it is anything but a re- 
ligious gatlieriiig.

To-day is the Glorious Fourth of July — the anniversary of 
America’s independence. Let us not commemorate it as the 
day of our deliverance from the British yoke, Init rather as a 
day for patriots to make new' and sacred pledges to defend their 
country from the encroachments of new' enemies from w'hatever 
source, at home or abroad.

Kentucky Pensioners. 

The annual report of Major A. T. 
Wood, of Louisville, Pension Agent 
for Kentucky, will show that twenty- 
five widows still receive pensions for 
the War of 1812. There are no sur- 
vivors of the war, and the widows 
still receive each $8.00 per month. 

For the Indian Wars three survivors 
and twrenty widows receive pensions. 
There are 216 suiwivors of the Mexican 
War in Kentucky who receive pen- 
sions, and 417 widow’s. 

The Civil War has the largest list to 
its credit, there being 5,669 survivors 
and 2,646 widows who receive pensions. 

For service in the Spanish- Ameri- 
can War 638 survivors receive pen- 
sions, and 211 w’idows. About $1,000,- 
000 is distributed annually through 
the Louisville office in pensions.

court, we are confirmed in our ouinion 
that the first report referred’to was cor- 
rect ; that same was well considered and 
thoroughly understood by each member 
of the grand jury making same; that 
said report is not an exaggeration, but 
that same was justified by the facts 
presented in evidence before the grand 
jury making it. 

We desire to say agaih, as was said in 
the original report, that we do not be- 
lieve any of the derelic.ions herein indi- 
cated were dishonestly done. 

The original was not the offspring of 
envy, malice, or spite, on the part of 
any one (as some of the County officers | 
evidently believe j, but was the honest | 
expre-sion of the twelve grand jurors 
signing it, uninfluenced by anything 
other than an earnest desire to do each 
his duty. 

We beg now to be finally discharged.
